Some parents object to th em 
wh en th ey deal with crime and 
war topics. Indeed, many people 
th ink th ey will actually incite 
more delinq uency in America. 
Th us, an editor of my acq uain­ 
tance once dropped a comic strip 
froth h is daily newspaper because 
a crime h ad been committed in 
th at city wh ich closely paralled a 
recent, m urder depicted in th e 
comic strip. 
But1 we need 
to 
use “h orse 
sense” in such matters. Almost ev­ 
ery ch ild in America of reading 
Age, avidly 
reads comic 
books 
nowadays. 
So if th e books h ad a very 
strong effect in promoting crimes, 
lon’t you th ink more th an ONE 
editor 
would need to cancel h is 
comic strips or veto comic books in 
h is area? 
Remember, th ere are over 25,- 
000,000 
public 
sch ool; ch ildren, 
moat of wh om devour 
comics. If 
th e latter promoted crime, would 
not we h ave th ousands of such 
evidences, instead of a few isolat­ 
ed cases? 


For example, comic books en­ 
courage ch ildren to READ. And in 
th is age of spoken language, as on 
TV, radio and th e talkie movies, 
our youngsters don’t get enough 
emph asis on reading. 
So h alf a loaf is certainly better 
th an none. I’d rath er see my ch il­ 
dren read comics th an not read at 
all. 
And th ousands of comic books 
are so good th ey sh ould be in ev­ 
ery sch ool library, freely accessi­ 
ble to all th e ch ildren. 
For instance Classics, Illustrated, 
is th e name of a set ol over 100 
comic oook portrayals of th e great 
pieces of literature, such as “Ivan- 
h oe,” “Tale of Two Cities,” “Un­ 
cle Tom’s Cabin,” etc.

Winter barley, rye, and wheat 
ffer New Madrid County Farm ers 
eir next chance to relieve th^ir 
asture and feed shortage, this fall 
nd winter, says County Agent 
onald Tucker. 
Preparation to seed these crops 
eeds to start just as soon as pps- 
ible, he states. Many fields are 
ry enough now that they are in 
he “dry rot” condition where they 
ill plow qx will work with a field 
‘chunky” . Where such fields can 
prepared now, they w'ill be in 
position to receive the first rain, 
us working down to a 
more 
olid seedbed besides being in con- 
ition to seed as soon after Aug- 
fet 15 as possible. 
Farm ers whose fields cannot be 
orked until it rains will have to 
“on their toes” to get these 
ps xffarrted in time for best re­ 
urns. 
Winter barley and rye offer the 
st possibilities for quick fall pas­ 


ture. Winter barley that is well 
fertilized and properly seeded has 
little danger of winter killing any­ 
where in Missouri south of High­ 
way 40, and rye can be used 
throughout the state. The B-400 
variety of barley of which there 
is an abundant supply of seed, of­ 
fers the best possibilities for fall 
pasture because of its resistance to 
barley “yellow” or spot blotch 
which ofttimes reduces the amount 
of pasture obtained from other va­ 
rieties. B-400 will also give the best 
yields of grain from those fields 
not pastured out next spring. Reno 
is slightly more winter hardy, and 
may be desired by those seeding 
barley far enough north for winter 
killing to be of m ajor concern. 
Seed treatm ent to control smut 
on any fields that may be har­ 
vested for grain is badly needed. 
Most barley had a great deal of 
smut this past year. Treated B-400 
barley offers the possibility of al­ 
most complete smut control, as 
B-400 has considerable resistance 
to the brown loose smut that can- 
nbt be controlled by ordinary seed 
treatment. 
Balbo is the recommended va­ 
riety of rye. Rye does not offer 


the possibility of as good a grain 
crop as does barley, but is al­ 
most as good for fall pasture, will 
furnish a bit more green grazing 
in the winter, and is ready to 
graze in the spring 10 days to 2 
weeks before other pastures. It is 
grazed out earlier in the spring 
than other small grains. 
Winter wheat, despite the pos­ 
sibilities of a Hessian fly buildup

Winier Pasture

The B-400 
variety of barley of which there 
is an abundant .supply of seed, of­ 
fers the best possibilities for fall 
pasture because of its resistance to 
barley 
“yellow” or 
spot blotch 
which ofttim es reduces the am ount 
of pasture obtained from other va­ 
rieties. B-400 will also give the best 
yields of grain from those fields 
not pastured out next spring. Reno 
is slightly m ore w inter hardy, and 
m ay be desired by those seeding 
barley far enough north for winter 
killing to be of m ajor concern. 
Seed treatm ent to control sm ut 
on any fields that m ay be h ar­ 
vested for grain is badly needed. 
Most barley had a great deal of 
sm ut this past year. T reated B-400 
barley offers the possibility of al­ 
most com plete sm ut control, as 
B-400 has considerable resistance 
to the brown loose sm ut that can- 
nbt be controlled by ordinary seed 
treatm ent. 
Balbo is the recom m ended va­ 
riety of rye. Rye does not offer 


the possibility of as good a grain 
crop as does barley, but is al­ 
m ost as good for fall pasture, will 
furnish a bit m ore green grazing 
in the winter, and is ready to 
graze in the spring IO days to 2 
weeks before other pastures. It is 
grazed out earlier in the spring 
than other sm all grains.
